VALE LDP NEEDS 
TO THINK BIG... 

on Llandow Newydd 


W HAT I don’t 

understand about 
this current draft 
LDP is the Vale Council’s 
willingness to build a large 
development of houses in 
a Special Landscape Area, 
for example with the St 
Athan Road candidate site 
in Cowbridge - but then be 
so rigid in its reluctance to 
consider the redevelop¬ 
ment of the Second World 
War airbase at Llandow, 
which is desperately in 
need of new life. 

Developers Persimmon and 
Barratt want to develop at this 
site and their proposed 2,000 
houses would certainly fulfil a 
proportion of the housing alloca¬ 
tion the Assembly says the Vale 
needs over the next 15 years. 


Personally, I still struggle with 
the 10,000 extra houses which the 
Assembly states the council needs 
to allocate sites for, especially 
due to recent economic times - 
but that’s another issue. 

To build at Llandow Newydd 
would certainly need a long term 
strategy and vision, but surely 
this is what this LDP process is 
all about? If done properly, this 
scheme would provide new 
homes, a relief road for 
Llysworney, new primary schools 
and even a train stop. 

This option makes far more 
sense to me than adding develop¬ 
ments onto existing towns and 
villages, which would spoil the 
landscape of these areas and put 
even more pressure on existing 
services, schools and infrastruc¬ 
ture. 

Has the LDP team completed a 
traffic survey in Cowbridge at 
peak times? For example, the 


roads leading up to the traffic 
light junction at Eastgate and St 
Athan Road would certainly not 
be able to cope with a possible 
extra 200 cars, as it is already 
chaos in the mornings and after¬ 
noons with parents trying to reach 
two primary schools and 
Cowbridge Comprehensive, as 
well as people commuting to 
work. 

Please can the Vale Council 
look at the bigger picture and lis¬ 
ten to residents when we say that 
schools and infrastructure could¬ 
n’t cope if extra housing develop¬ 
ments are added. 

Building in existing communi¬ 
ties may be the simpler and 
cheaper option, but that doesn’t 
make it the better one for the Vale 
as a whole. 

The Llandow Newydd scheme 
should at least be reconsidered.

AIRPORT REPLIES 
TO CRITICISM 


1 RARELY write 
to newspapers, 
but while every¬ 
one seems con¬ 
cerned with park¬ 
ing and the cattle 
market and other 
local issues in 
Cowbridge, I 
would like to add 
my views. 

The parking places 
along the High Street 
are substantially 
reduced, due to zig-zag 
lines, bus lane/stops 
and double yellow lines 
which force people to 
look and park else¬ 
where. 

The ability to park 
easily and convenient¬ 
ly, to nip in and out of 
local shops for every¬ 
day purchases, is vital 
to keep the shops going 
and not create deter¬ 
rents. 

The more problem¬ 
atic this becomes, the 
more people will avoid 
using their own local 
town and frequent 
shops elsewhere. 

The council, from 
what I can ascertain, 
owns the land the cat¬ 
tle market is on and 
leases it out. 

Why the council 
would want to sell a 
vital asset, seems 
short- sighted in the 
pursuit of making a 
fast buck. Once the 


land is sold, they can 
never get it back. 

The area in and 
around the cattle mar¬ 
ket could be tarmac-ed 
and have proper park¬ 
ing bays marked with 
a pay and display sys¬ 
tem. 

The revenue from 
that over the years 
would surely pay for 
itself and encourage 
shoppers and visitors 
alike? 

The lane at the rear 
of the the Bear Hotel 
(North Road) could be 
widened to provide 
better access to exist¬ 
ing outlets and encour¬ 
age more develop¬ 
ments and shoppers, 
instead of being almost 
hidden away. 

It could be extended 
and continued along 
the open green play 
area in front of the 
leisure centre and exit¬ 
ed almost opposite the 
entrance to the rugby 
ground. 

This could also 
relieve snarl-ups and 
congestion usually 
caused by double 
parking of vans and 
lorries delivering to 
the front of shops on 
the high street.

We too agree that 
what is needed is the 
range of services and not 
improvements to access, 
and made this point to 
the National Assembly 
for Wales recently in our 
evidence to the Business 
and Enterprise 
Committee’s inquiry into 
airports and ports. 

However, I regret I 
must again refute a com¬ 
mon misconception. 
Airlines set ticket prices, 
not airports, and the air¬ 
lines base their decision 


on a variety of factors, 
including competition 
from other carriers, 
demand characteristics, 
the size of the operation 
from the airport, and 
profitability. 

Our charges are con¬ 
sistent with our competi¬ 
tors and Cardiff Airport, 
like most airports with 
surplus capacity, incen- 
tivise airlines to offer 
new and additional serv¬ 
ices. This factor does not 
inhibit route develop¬ 
ment opportunities at 
Cardiff Airport. 

We are not compla¬ 
cent and will continue to 
cite customers such as 
Mr Stroud, as evidence 
of the demand from the 
region, in our regular 
discussions with airlines.

Full of fun and laugh¬ 
ter, always looking for 
the irony and pomposity 
in life and exposing it 
through humour.

Ramblers follow 
industrial path 
through Cardiff 


THE Ely Trail was 
constructed along 
man-made tracks 
and through built 
up areas, as well as 
the riverbank, as a 
quick, safe and effi¬ 
cient way for 
cyclists and walkers 
to get from the out¬ 
skirts of Cardiff 
Bay to St Fagans. 

On a lovely spring 
morning recently, five 
walkers joined Val 
O’Donaghue at Cogan 
and trekked down to 
Pont y Werin, the bridge 
which joins the Penarth 
side of the Ely River to 
Cardiff. 

The group walked 
upstream, passing the 
old pumping station as 
they crossed Penarth 
Road to continue along 
the track which runs par¬ 
allel with the A4232, 
spotting several cor¬ 
morants on the fast flow¬ 
ing river. 

The only part of the 
trail still to be completed 
is where the specialised 
paper factory Wiggins 
Teape (Arjo Wiggins), 
founded in 1761, stood 
near Ely Bridge, and 
having been demolished 
it is still waiting for rede¬ 
velopment. 

The water-powered 
com mill, which used to 
grind oats and barley 
into flour, as the climate 
was too wet to grow 
wheat, has been removed 
and is on display at the 
Natural History Museum 
at St Fagans. 

Continuing their jour¬ 
ney through the built up 
area in Fairwater, the 
group returned to grassy 
meadows beside the 
river and paused for 
lunch on the bank. 

Pausing at the St 


Fagans mainline railway 
crossing as a train was 
coming through; the 
group entered Plymouth 
Great Wood. 

This public open 
space changed its name 
from St Fagans Great 
Wood in 1922, when it 
was donated to the City 
of Cardiff by the Earl of 
Plymouth to be used and 
conserved as a place of 
public recreation. 

On the open field 
which is now Trelai 
Park, a racecourse was 
set up in 1855, and the 
last race in the 1930’s 
was alleged to have been 
won by Keith Piggot, 
father of the well-known 
jockey Lester. 

Slippery, muddy paths 
also used by bikers led 
them back through 
Leckwith Woods, and 
retracing their steps in a 
circular walk they made 
their return to Cogan in 
bright warm sunshine 
with a cooling breeze.

of time. 

He lived in Cadoxton 
and died in 1969. 

Once funding has been 
obtained for the second 
phase of the Blue Plaque 
scheme, Pride in Barry 
will seek nominations.

Will planning 
application 
go ahead?’

THE owners of a 
Barry garden cen¬ 
tre business, who 
complained that a 
supermarket had 
started a garden 
section without 
having planning 
approval in place, 
have handed in a 
370-name petition 
to the Vale Council. 

Mrs Tonia Morgan 
and Mr John Shapland 
of Broad Street Garden 
Centre told The GEM 
that they were not 


opposed to fair competi¬ 
tion, but had argued that 
it was wrong that 
Morrisons at the 
Waterfront was able to 
continue trading while 
the matter was due to be 
considered by the Vale’s 
planning committee. 

Mrs Morgan said: 
“We had over 370 
names on the petition - 
and not just people who 
were visiting the garden 
centre. Some were just 
passing by and asked to 


sign it to show their 
support for local busi¬ 
nesses.” 

Morrisons had con¬ 
structed a pre-fabricated 
weather proof structure 
on the side of the build¬ 
ing which sold garden 
products. 

However, Mrs 
Morgan understands 
there has been a devel¬ 
opment. 

“We have been 
advised that Morrisons 
are no longer trading 
out of their new, unau¬ 
thorised unit, but we 
don’t know whether this 
is permanent or until the 
application is heard by 
the planning committee 
on May 31.” 

She hopes that if the 
planning meeting does 
go ahead, members of 
the public will attend to 
show their support for 
local businesses. 

One reason Mrs 
Morgan feels so strong¬ 
ly about the issue is 
because when her father 
started the family busi¬ 
ness, council officers 
were inflexible on plan¬ 
ning regulations. 

“Twenty years ago, 
when my dad John tried 
to set up in Broad 
Street, he was turned 
down twice for plan¬ 
ning. He was warned: 

‘If you set up and trade, 
you will be closed 
down 

Mrs Morgan also 
believes there is a 
strong argument that 
there are too many 


supermarkets in the 
town and small and 
medium sized family 
concerns will be forced 
to fold. 

Morrisons did have 
the legal right to contin¬ 
ue trading at their gar¬ 
den centre while the 
application was in the 
pipeline for considera¬ 
tion, but has chosen not 
to. 

The company pointed 
out that its customers 
wanted a wider choice 
of garden products than 
was available in the 
main store.

Old boy 
tells 
of his 
ordeal 


Former Barry 
Comprehensive pupil, 
Nick Winfield. 

A FORMER pupil 
of Barry 
Comprehensive 
School recently 
returned - to reveal 
his experiences of 
homelessness to 
current pupils. 

Nick Winfield (20) 
visited the school with 
charity Shelter Cymru 
and sports initiative 
Street Football Wales. 
His visit inspired the 
school to donate £500 to 
the homelessness charity 
that helped him get back 
on his feet as he told his 
story, about how home¬ 
lessness can be prevent¬ 
ed and the support avail¬ 
able to homeless people. 

Nick left the school 
around four years ago, 
and later experienced 
more than nine months 
of homelessness. 

Now a student study¬ 
ing bricklaying and liv¬ 
ing in a Gwalia Care and 
Support housing project 
in Barry, he said: “I 
spoke honestly to pupils 
and my old teachers. 

“I told them what it’s 
like to be homeless and 
how easy it can be to 
lose everything, the situ¬ 
ations I faced and how I 
was supported through 
tough times. 

“I wouldn’t ever want 
anyone to experience 
homelessness and I hope 
that speaking to pupils 
will help them seek help 
if they need it.” 

Nick also plays in the 
Street Football Wales 
league. 

SFW offers sport to 
homeless or socially 
excluded people in south 
Wales. As part of Gwalia 
Care and Support, it 
offers players advice on 
housing, health, educa¬ 
tion and employment. 

Headteacher Jenny 
Ford said: “I remember 
Nick as a pupil here and 
was shocked that things 
had been so hard for 
him. 

“He told his story 
honestly and didn’t try 
to gain sympathy. It 
emphasised the whole 
focus of homelessness 
and our students felt a 
great deal of respect for 
Nick. We thank him for 
giving up his time to do 
something which must 
have required a great 
deal of personal 
courage.” 

SFW project leader 
Keri Harris said: “We 
thank Barry 
Comprehensive School 
for their generous dona¬ 
tion.” 


SHOCK AS DEAD 
HORSES FOUND AT 
THE ROADSIDE 


WALKERS in a 
country lane near 
Cowbridge were 
greeted with a 
shocking sight, 
after four young 
foals were found 
dead - dumped in 
an area which is 
prone to fly tipping. 

The RSPCA is 
appealing for informa¬ 
tion after four dead foals 
were found piled on top 
of each other and 
dumped among rubbish 
in Pentre Meyrick. 

The horses were dis¬ 
covered on May 4, and 
an RSPCA spokes¬ 
woman said that they 
showed no signs of 
decomposition, which 
suggested they had only 
recently been dumped. 

She said: “The horses

were not emaciated, and 
there were no visual 
signs of cause of death, 
though blood was spot¬ 
ted on the lower part of 
one foal’s leg, and 
another had blood visi¬ 
ble in its mouth.” 

She added: “The 
area, a well-known fly 
tipping area, had no 
other horses in the vicin¬ 
ity, and it has been estab¬ 
lished that the bodies 
were not awaiting col¬ 
lection for disposal.” 

RSPCA inspector 
Christine McNeil said: 
“With no other evidence 
it is difficult to tell 
exactly what has hap¬ 
pened to these young 
foals and we are appeal¬ 


ing for anyone with 
information to call us. 

“Although the horses 
may well have died from 
natural causes or been 
put to sleep for a legiti¬ 
mate reason, the fact that 
they are all seemingly 
healthy young foals does 
arouse some suspicion 
as to their cause of 
death. 

“Added to this, of 
course, is that dumping 
horses illegally is not the 
right thing to do. As a 
responsible horse owner, 
you must be prepared to 
pay for your dead ani¬ 
mals to be disposed of 
correctly and responsi¬ 
bly, using the appropri¬ 
ate services.”

A mainline connection is now oper¬ 
ational, making it much easier for 
trains requiring servicing to arrive in 
Barry. 

The last time Barry had its own 
steam locomotives arrive using the 
mainline, was more than 40 years ago. 


Vintage railway loco 
back on the rails! 


AFTER a period of 
20 years’ inactivity 
and makeover, 
costing over 
£150,000, a former 
British Railways 
Diesel Locomotive 
made its debut on 
the Barry Tourist 
Railway over the 
Bank Holiday 
Weekend. 

The Class 26 locomo¬ 
tive (number 26038), 
successfully worked its 
first passenger train 
since 1991 from Barry 
Island recently. 

The engine was built 
in 1959 and spent most 
of its life on the scenic 
rail lines in the Scottish 
Highlands, until it was 
‘pensioned off’ in 1992. 

In 2001, it was 
bought by south Wales 
rail manager Tom Clift 
and put in the hands of 
Pullman Rail Group to 
commence the task of 
restoring it to fitness at 
their depot in Cardiff. 

As Tom explains: “It 
was most definitely a 
‘Scrapheap Challenge’ 
when I bought it, with 
many missing parts,

Tom said: “All of us 
closely involved in the 
restoration would say 
that it’s been a bit of a 
nightmare and we know 
we will still get prob¬ 
lems once the engine is 
‘run in, after all, whilst 


dormant it was at the 
mercy of the weather 
and so many parts 
degrade and corrode as 
a result. 

“Whilst I would 
never repeat something 
like this again (if only 
to stop my long-suffer¬ 
ing wife Olivia from 
divorcing me), it is 
good to see and hear 
one of the ‘classic diesel 
types’ up and running, 
giving pleasure to its 
many followers.”

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Parents are 
sentenced for 
children’s poor 
attendance 


Two parents in the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
have been prose¬ 
cuted for the non- 
attendance of their 
children at local 
schools. 

Cardiff Magistrates’ 
Court heard two sepa¬ 
rate cases in which the 
parents had failed to 
ensure the regular atten¬ 
dance of their children 
at school and they were 
prosecuted by the local 
authority under the 
1996 Education Act. 

Magistrates ordered 
one parent to undertake 
100 hours of unpaid 
work, to be supervised 


by the probation serv¬ 
ice. 

In the second case, 
the parent was given a 
six-month probation 
order, during which she 
has to report to a proba¬ 
tion officer. 

A council spokesper¬ 
son pointed out: “Under 
current legislation, par¬ 
ents can receive custo¬ 
dial sentences for non¬ 
school attendance .” 

The spokesperson 
went on: 

“The local education 
authority is working 
hard with schools and 
parents to improve 
attendance and educa¬ 
tional standards 


throughout the authori¬ 
ty- 

“It is hoped these 
tough sentences send a 
warning to parents that 
the authority considers 
non-school attendance 
as a serious matter and 
will resort to the legal 
processes where appro¬ 
priate. 

“It’s quite simple - if 
children don't attend 
they don’t learn and this 
has serious implications 
for their future.”

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Labour takes the 
Llantwit First 
independents on 
board in coalition 


REPORT by PHILIP IRWIN 


LABOUR has 
decided that it can 
run the Vale 
Council best by 
working in partner¬ 
ship with independ¬ 
ents in Llantwit 
Major. 

It follows the council 
elections on May 3, 
when Labour took 22 of 
the 47 seats that make 
up the Vale Council. 

The party had the 
option of going it alone, 
because to be out-voted 
on any issue, the 
Conservatives, Plaid 
Cymru, Llantwit First 
Independents and UKIP 
would all have to com¬ 
bine and come up with 
24 votes. 

However, Coun Neil 
Moore, the Leader of the 
Labour group, told The 
GEM that he intended to 
run the Vale Council in 
partnership with the 
Llantwit First 
Independents. 

He said: “At the elec¬ 
tions on May 3, the elec¬ 
torate in the Vale 
showed overwhelmingly 
what they thought of the 
Conservatives, and I am 
grateful that 22 Labour 
members were elected. 

“Although we fell 
short of an overall 
majority by two seats, 
Labour has considered 
all the options and has 


agreed to take a proposal 
to the first meeting of 
the new council and 
select a new cabinet, in 
partnership with the 
Llantwit First 
Independents.” 

He added, “I am par¬ 
ticularly pleased that the 
Llantwit First council¬ 
lors have agreed to this 
coalition. Having 
worked with their leader, 
Coun Gwyn John in the 
past, when we had a pre¬ 
vious coalition cabinet, I 
am delighted to be able 
to do so again.” 

Labour has decided to 
reduce the number of 
cabinet members from 
10 to seven. 

Coun Moore said: 
“Along with myself as 
Leader, and Coun Stuart 
Egan as deputy leader, I 
have invited five others 
to join us in a reduced 
cabinet of seven mem¬ 
bers. 

“They are Couns 
Gwyn John, Lis Burnett, 
Chris Elmore, Bronwen 
Brooks and Rob Curtis.” 

This means the new- 
look cabinet has five 
Barry councillors, one 
from Llantwit (Coun 
John) and one from 
Penarth (Lis Burnett). 

Lis Burnett regained 
her seat in the St 
Augustine’s ward on 


May 3, having lost in 
2008. The other cabinet 
members all retained 
their seats on the coun¬ 
cil. 

Coun Moore added: 
“Obviously this requires 
the approval of the Vale 
Council on May 23, but 
we all look forward to 
the challenges ahead and 
serving the people of the 
Vale. 

“We intend to ensure 
the Vale Council pro¬ 
vides efficient and effec¬ 
tive, value for money 
services, that the people 
of the Vale require and 
deserve. 

“We know this will 
not be an easy task in 
today’s economic cli¬ 
mate but our task is clear 
and we intend to ensure 
that our election pledges 
are brought to fruition 
during our term of 
office.” 

Coun Gwyn John 
said: “We fought the 
local elections on the 
basis that we wanted a 
fair deal for Llantwit 
Major in respect of Vale 
Council investment and 
services. 

“We contend there are 
pressing issues, such as 
the new comprehensive 
school, improved library 
facilities, the condition 
of the roads and an 


improvement to public 
transport serving our 
area.” 

He continued: “There 
is also an immediate 
need to address the ques¬ 
tion of charging for 
parking at Llantwit 
Major beach. 

“Llantwit First will 
not enter into a formal 
coalition, such as we see 
at Westminster, but we 
will accept the invitation 
to support a partnership 
arrangement which will 
be for the good of 
Llantwit Major and the 
Vale as a whole. 

“In return for our sup¬ 
port, Llantwit First 
Independents will seek 
assurances on the issues 
that we have identified. 

“I must stress that this 
is no change of direction 
but an opportunity to 
achieve improvements 
for Llantwit Major. 

“Llantwit First 
Independents have no 
political affiliations and 
will remain strictly non¬ 
political, but we promise 
that we shall be working 
for those who elected us, 
and the partnership 
arrangement will be to 
the benefit of our town 
over the next five years. 

AM’s 
shock at 
cardiac 
statistic 

THE Vale AM, Jane 
Hutt, was given a 
shock when she 
attended an aware¬ 
ness raising event at 
the National 
Assembly for Wales 
on May 2, to learn 
more about cardiac 
risk in the young 
(CRY). 

She met local resi¬ 
dents Sian Regan, Jane 
Thomas and Mr 
Dougherty and reported: 
“It was a shock to me to 
learn that 12 young peo¬ 
ple a week die suddenly 
from undetected heart 
conditions. 

“The national charity, 
Cardiac Risk in the 
Young (CRY) is doing 
an incredibly valuable 
job in raising awareness, 
promoting screening, 
and offering support to 
affected families. 

“I was very privileged 
to speak with some fam¬ 
ilies from the Vale and 
would like to thank them 
for coming to the 
Assembly to share their 
experiences and to make 
AMs aware of the 
tragedy of sudden car¬ 
diac death in young peo¬ 
ple. 

“I hope that with an 
increased awareness and 
campaigns like this, we 
can help to change 
things,” the AM added.

Protest against Coastal 
Oil and Gases application 


LAST October, the Vale 
Council Planning 

Committee voted unani¬ 
mously to reject Coastal 
Oil and Gas’ application to 
drill a test well at Llandow. 

On Tuesday May 22 at 10am, 
anti-fracking campaign group 
‘The Vale Says No’ are asking as 
many people as possible to lobby 
the public inquiry at Barry Dock 
Offices. 

The public inquiry will decide 
whether Coastal Oil and Gas can 
have permission to drill a test well 
in the middle of Llandow 
Business Park. 

In their original planning appli¬ 
cation the company said that they 
hoped to find unconventional gas, 
and at a public meeting in 


Cowbridge told local residents 
about their plans to extract any 
gas using hydraulic fracturing or 
fracking. 

This method of gas extraction 
has caused earth tremors near 
Blackpool, and serious pollution 
in the USA. It is banned in France 
and several other countries, as 
well as some American states. 

Campaigner Louise Evans 
explains: “Although this applica¬ 
tion is for a test well, it will cause 
substantial noise and disruption to 
local businesses and residents. 

“The company are planning to 
drill 24 hours a day for at least 
five weeks. This year, Llandow is 
hosting the Eisteddfod - our 
chance to boost tourism. Who 
wants to visit an area dominated 
by drilling rigs and noise? 


“The Vale Says No will be 
attending the public inquiry to 
show that local people don’t want 
to risk the kinds of pollution that 
people in the United States have 
faced. 

“The Vale Council listened to 
all sides before reaching a deci¬ 
sion to turn down the application 
for a test well, but Coastal Oil and 
Gas has appealed. 

“We are asking for everyone 
who is able to attend the opening 
of the inquiry to come along to 
the Dock Offices to show their 
opposition to fracking.”

OBITUARY 


AFTER what 
looked like a prom¬ 
ising start, things on 
the bee front don’t 
look too good. 

The rain, high winds 
and low temperatures 
have prevented any of 
the bees from carrying 
out any foraging; in fact, 
I have been feeding the 
bees, just to ensure their 
survival. 

How do I feed the 
bees? Well, I mix togeth¬ 
er a 1kg bag of refined 
white sugar with one litre 
of warm water; this is 
stirred to dissolve all the 


crystals and the resulting 
syrup like mixture is 
transferred to a suitable 
container allowing me to 
transport it to the apiary. 

Odd though it might 
seem, the use of natural 
cane sugar is not an 
option - if it was used it 
would give the bees a 
form of dysentery! My 
suitable containers are, in 
fact, plastic soft drink 
bottles. Into each goes 
the sugar/water mix 
(syrup) and each hive 
will receive this syrup 
until such times as the 
weather improves and 
the bees can forage for

themselves. How is the 
feed accessed by the 
bees? This is achieved by 
using a watertight box 
that is some 3” deep and 
has a solid wooden floor. 
It has the same dimen¬ 
sions as regular hive 
boxes but, a divider is in 
place to give a dry access 
area. This dry area has a 
slot cut into the floor part 
and this allows the bees 
to come up into it, where¬ 
upon they climb over the 
divider to get to the liq¬ 
uid feed. 

To make life easier for 
the bees, I put handfuls 
of grass on top of the liq¬ 
uid where it floats very 
nicely and the bees can 
walk upon it without get¬ 
ting trapped in a lake of 
fluid. 

To put the feeder box 
onto the hive, I first 
remove the roof followed 
by the crown board. The 
feeder box is then placed 
directly on top of the 


exposed frames and the 
liquid poured in, the 
crown board is replaced, 
followed by the roof, and 
the bees are left to get on 
with it. 

Those who are new to 
the beekeeping scene this

All in all, there is not 
much happening, but I 
remain forever the opti¬ 
mist! Given fair weather, 
the bees will be out in 
force and doing their 
thing.

Rose Harry, Dinas Powys 


THE funeral of Mrs Rose 
Harry of Southra Farm, 
Dinas Powys, will be held 
at St Andrews Church, 
Dinas Powys, today (May 
17) at 11am. 

Rose was a former leading 
point-to-point owner, breeder 
and rider who was well 
known to hunt-racing sup¬ 
porters, not only in the Vale, 
but throughout Wales and 
many other parts of the coun¬ 
try. 

She didn’t start horse rid¬ 
ing until her mid-20s and she 
was the first woman to take 
advantage of the new rule in 
1967 that allowed women to 
ride against the men in races 
confined to the hunt(s) pro¬ 
moting a meeting. 

This was at the Pentyrch 
point-to-point at Penllyn, 
when she won the members’ 
race on April Witch and the 
ladies race on Zut. Some 
enthusiasts will recall her 
^winning on the grey Grey 


Knight 11, and the duels she 
had with another rider, June 
Nuttall, on another grey 
horse, Sylvester 11. 

Rose made a brief return to 
the saddle in 1971 when she 
finished second on Havelotte 
to a horse called Hector 11 in 
the members’ race at the 
Glamorgan Hunt 
Steeplechases. 

She trained some very good 
horses and these included 
Fitz, Havelotte and Sugar 
Bush, which not only won in 
Wales, but in other parts of 
the country. 

Rose won the Heygate Gold 
Cup at the North Hereford 
meeting three times on the 
bounce, with Sugar Bush in 
1973 and 1974, and with Fitz 
in 1975. 

The prolific Fitz beat the 
highly rated Mickley 
Seabright by eight lengths, 
which was really quite an 
achievement, as Mickey 
Seabright went on to win the 
classic Lady Dudley Cup at 
the Worcestershire on the 


same day as Fitz beat Cassius, 
another good horse, at the 
Pentyrch. 

Mrs Marion Thomas from 
Bridgend, who was also a 
leading point-to-point rider in 
the 1950s and 1960s, and who 
rode against Rose, said: “She 
was a great supporter of 
hunting and hunt-racing and 
she owned, bred and rode 
many winners. She was quite 
a character, who would 
always give a helping hand.” 

Cowbridge farmer John 
Llewellyn rode at times for 
Mrs Harry and said: 

6 Mrs Harry was a very 
determined person and her 
horses, most of whom she bred 
herself, were always well 
schooled and well turned out. 

“They rarely fell and I have 
happy memories of winning 
for her on Ernie The Milk and 
Fitz, who were also partnered 
on other occasions by Tim 
Rooney and the late Mike 
Williams .”

FOCUS AWAY FROM ILLNESS 


STUDYING for two 
degrees has given a 
single mum of five 
from Rhoose a 
much-needed focus 
as she battles can¬ 
cer - and now she 
has been honoured 
for her courage and 
determination. 

Catherine Watkins 
(37) won the Digital 
World Award at the 
Inspire! Adult Learning 
Awards ceremony on 
May 10, to mark Adult 
Learners’ Week (May 
12 - 20 ). 

Catherine is currently 
on two courses studying 
digitally with the Open 
University and Cardiff 
and Vale College, in a 
bid to follow her dream 
of becoming a counsel¬ 
lor. 

She had been studying 
at Cardiff and Vale 
College, but couldn’t 
attend classes in person 
because of her illness, so 
working via the comput¬ 
er is the only way she 


can continue to learn. 

Since the age of eight, 
Catherine has lived with 
a rare condition which 
makes it very hard to 
walk, and she has had to 
postpone careers as a 
swimming teacher and 
nurse when she couldn’t 
get around. 

After the birth of her 
fifth child, Matthew, in 
2004, a routine check-up 
revealed a cancerous 
tumour. Catherine now 
has to undergo two treat¬ 
ments each day of anaes¬ 
thetics and steroids, with 
the help of a carer, and 
in the next few months 
she will require further 
surgery. 

Catherine is studying 
for a BA Honours degree 
in criminal psychology, 
and a foundation degree 
in counselling. 

Catherine said: 

“Being able to work 
online has given me a 
way to carry on with a 
normal life. It’s been 
hugely beneficial to me, 
because I recover so 
much quicker from my

These Dark Shadows 
don’t offer much light! 


I N Hollywood’s 
seemingly 
never-ending 
desire to reinvent 
everything that has 
gone before, one of 
the more peculiar 
decisions was to 
make a film of 
Dark Shadows , a 
vampire-centric 
soap opera that 
failed to break out 
of America and 
seemingly had little 
fanbase. 

However, throw Tim 
Burton and Johnny 
Depp at the adaptation 
and suddenly it goes 
from must-miss to must- 
see. 

It tells the story of 
Barnabas Collins 
(Depp), a man who is 
imprisoned as a vampire 
by the scorned witch 
Angelique (Eva Green). 

Awaking in 1972, 
Barnabas must help his 
family, led by matriarch 
Elizabeth (Michelle 
Pfeiffer), as their can¬ 
nery business struggles, 
only to discover that 
Angelique is also 
around to further com¬ 
plicate things for the 
family... 

Dark Shadows marks 
the eighth time that 
Depp and Burton have 
worked together, and 
the pair have seen highs 
and lows - so is Dark 
Shadows an Edwards 
Scissorhands-e sque suc¬ 
cess or an Alice In 
Wonderland-e sque fail¬ 
ure? 

The answer veers 
dangerously close to the 
latter, the film saved 
from complete 
ignominy by an enter¬ 
taining turn from Depp 
and some other cast 
members and stylish 
direction from Burton. 

The lack of knowl¬ 
edge about just exactly 
what Dark Shadows was 
isn’t something that will 
hamper you, the film 
requiring no previous 
interest, but come the 
conclusion you’ll see 
just why the original 
series was considered to 
be something of an 
acquired taste. 

The problem is in an 
uneven script that does¬ 
n’t quite know what it

wants to do. Writer Seth 
Graeme Smith (who 
also came up with the 
story along with John 
August) fails to nail the 
tone of the piece, play¬ 
ing as part-comedy, 
part-horror and part- 
familial drama. Think of 
a spooky Dallas with 
more (intentional) 
laughs, and you’re 
someway there. 

But from these ingre¬ 
dients you get a lop¬ 
sided film whose identi¬ 
ty crisis doesn’t make it 
any more endearing. 

Instead, as the film 
labours towards a cli¬ 
max that seems to try 
and throw in new plot 
developments with no 
reason, while failing to 
wrap up those set up 
early on, you’ll find 
yourself looking for¬ 
ward to the end credits 
if only for the wonder¬ 
ful choice of a cover of 
Go All The Way by The 
Raspberries as music. 

Amidst this mess the 
direction of Tim Burton 
comes as a welcome 
relief, the film shot 
through with his trade¬ 
mark darkness and 
kookiness, while the 
themes that stand out in 
his work; alienation, 
people out of place 
within mainstream soci¬ 
ety, are more than 
catered for. 

As the otherwise too- 
offbeat-for-its-own- 
good Alice In 
Wonderland showed, 
Burton’s skills as a visu¬ 
al director are never in 
doubt, yet despite the 
gothic glory on show 
here he is let down by a 


poor script and uneven 
tone. Depp is similarly 
afflicted, although the 
actor doesn’t fail to 
offer an entertaining and 
watchable performance. 

As Barnabas finds 
himself in 1972, Depp 
mines the biggest laughs 
from the character 
adapting to a new way 
of life, whether it be the 
dialogue or as he 
attempts to manage his 
bloodlust, channelling 
his better known charac¬ 
ters (a drop of Captain 
Jack Sparrow, a hint of 
Ichabod Crane from 
Sleepy Hollow ) into a 
pleasing performance. 

While Michelle 
Pfeiffer delivers an 
assured performance as 
the matriarch of the 
present-day Collins 
family, and Eva Green 
dials up the wicked as 
the malicious 
Angelique, too many of 
the other performances 
fail to set the screen 
alight. 

Chloe Grace Moretz 
and Johnny Lee Millar 
are far too one-note in 
their performances (a 
fault, perhaps, of the 
script) while Bella 
Heathcote finds herself 
lost amidst the bigger 
turns as the mysterious 
Victoria. 

If the film had a 
sharper script then the 
efforts of Depp, Pfeiffer, 
Burton et al would have 
been lauded even more, 
highlighting a wittily 
dark film. However, as 
it is, Dark Shadows’ 
failure to know just 
exactly what it is is 
what drives a stake 
through its heart and 
pours holy water on its 
hopes of being anything 
more than run-of-the- 
mill. 

VERDICT - An imbal¬ 
anced film that doesn’t 
know quite what it 
wants to be, Dark 
Shadows is brightened 
only by some decent 
turns from Johnny 
Depp, Eva Green and 
Michelle Pfeiffer, and 
Tim Burton’s direction. 
Sparkling intermittently, 
this is on the lower end 
of the Depp-Burton col¬ 
laborations. Average.

tion leaves a lot to be 
desired. 

He told The GEM: 

“It started about a year 
ago. It’s not as bad as it 
used to be because 
we’ve now got the 
green bins, we used to 
have a real problem 
with gulls. 

“The latest incident 
was right outside my 
house. There was no 
real interest from the 
bin men. I had to clean 
it up myself.” 

He added that areas 
of recreation such as 
Friar’s Point and the old 
harbour needed people 
to clean them and this 
wasn’t being done. 

He continued: 
“Unfortunately, we live 
in a society that just 
throws waste on the 
floor. There’s nobody 
around to prosecute.” 

Mr Dunn added that 
the street sweepers who 
keep the tourist areas 
clean were brilliant, but 
that they could only 
clean where they were 
told to go. 


“There seems to be 
no overall thought in 
the waste collection 
services at the Vale 
Council. Nothing seems 
to get done or, if it does, 
it happens again. 

“They say there’s a 
zero tolerance on litter 
and put up signs about 
it but it’s a hypocrisy! 
The people on the 
ground are good people, 
it’s just the leaders have 
no common sense.” 

Clifford Parish, oper¬ 
ational manager for 
waste management and 
cleansing, told The 
GEM: “Where properly 
contained ‘black bin 
bag’ refuse is spilled 
during collection the 
crew are required to 
pick it up. 

“ All collection crews 
are instructed to do so 
and should any resident 
of Barry Island provide 
us with the locations 
where any littering is 
being caused by my 
staff, this matter will be 
investigated and appro¬ 
priate action taken. 


“However, I would 
not expect my house¬ 
hold waste crews to 
pick up waste material 
that has escaped from 
black bin bags or recy¬ 
cling/composting recep¬ 
tacles due to scavenging 
animals or insecure 
placement by house¬ 
holders. 

“This material is lit¬ 
ter and the responsibili¬ 
ty for its removal from 
public land rests with 
my street cleansing 
staff. 

“When complying 
with the Welsh 
Government’s Code, 
we, and all other local 
authorities, are required 
to keep clean relevant 
land of different use and 
public access at varying 
levels of cleanliness and 
response times. 

“I can assure all 
Barry Island residents 
that they are not getting 
a lesser service than the 
Code of Practice 
requires, because of the 
standards we have to 
achieve. 

“Tourist areas receive 
the standard of cleans¬ 
ing that we are required 
to provide, given their 
land use as specified 
within the guidance, as 
do residential areas. 

“However, should 
any Barry Island resi¬ 
dent feel that this is not 
the case and their high¬ 
way is always littered 
and not at an acceptable 
standard, they should 
contact me.”

In Sheffield I was fea¬ 
tured as the son of the 
city, in the 

Loughborough Echo it 
was world class training 
in the town’s university 
that “won it”. 

In Fulham, my grand¬ 
mother was made grand¬ 


mother of the year by 
the local newspaper, and 
because my mother was 
of Indian descent, we 
were even approving 
editorials in the Times of 
India. 

When we bid for 
these Games a decade 
ago, we promised to 
make these games UK¬ 
wide, and it is our local 
media, particularly local 
newspapers, that are 
helping us to do this. 

They are carrying the 
stories of the thousands 
of businesses who have 
benefited from the 
Games, the millions of 
people who are helping 
to stage the Games - 
from volunteers to per¬ 
formers; the thousands 
of athletes and coaches 
preparing to participate 
in the Games, and the 57 
million people across the 
UK who are just 10 
miles away from the 
Olympic flame as it trav¬ 
els around the country. 

These stories are 
brought to life in local 
papers up and down the 
country and it is for this 
reason that I am support¬ 
ing this year’s Local 
Newspaper Week. 

The sporting events 
may not be taking place 
in your town or your 
city, but there will be 
possibly hundreds of 
people gearing up to 
welcome the world and 
celebrate the Games. 

My commitment is to 
work with all local 
newspapers to make sure 
they know when the 
events are, so they can 
alert readers and capture 
the moments for all their 
readers to share.

E xcitement is building at 
Pendoylan Church-in-Wales 
Primary School now that phase 
one of a £3.6 million redevelopment pro¬ 
gramme is almost complete. 

While the original school building, dating back 
to 1873, will be refurbished and retained, a brand 
new modern and well-lit layout has taken the 
school into a new era. 

The contractors, ISG - a national company 
with a regional office in Cardiff, are putting the 
finishing touches to phase one, a little remains to 
be done other than landscaping. 

The school’s press officer and class teacher, 

Mr Drew John, was understandably excited as he 
showed The GEM around. 

The circular building that adjoins the new car 
park houses the school hall, and this will be a 
very distinctive feature - as it is a large round 
space, which has been designed as a games hall 
as well. 

Mr John said: “The new car park is a very wel¬ 
come feature, because parking outside the school 
has never been easy.” 

The main hall section then joins a series of 
very bright, spacious and cheerful classrooms 
which extend down towards the original school 
building 

Mr John said: “I used to teach in this very 
spot, but last year it was in a temporary class¬ 
room that had seen better days. 

“From a teaching point of view, this really is a 
new school.” 

He said that what had happened to the school 
was a tribute to the vision of headteacher Lyn 
Murray. 

He said: “When Lyn arrived at the school it 
was down to 58 pupils, and was in danger of 
being closed. 

“She believed in the importance of church 
schools, and also in the fact that a school can be 
important to a village community, and persuaded 
the education authority to give her a chance to 
build up the numbers.” 

Progress was steady, and now the school has 
more than 200 pupils. As part of that progress, 
new school classrooms were built in 1997, and 
those are still in very good condition. 

The determination to make the school part of 
the community extended to the sports facilities. 
Mr John explained: “We had an outside sports 
court built four years ago, and the children use it 


as a playground and also for five-a-side football 
and tennis. 

“We also leave the tennis nets up during the 
summer, so that local people can use them.” 

Looking out from the new school over the 
playground, football posts were being put up on 
the school’s sports field, which adjoins the sports 
court. 

Mr John said: “The field has always been 
there, but it has now been flattened and a 
drainage system has been put in. 

“It is ideal for TAG rugby games with local 
primary schools, and we have a number of pupils 
who are already playing to a good standard with 
their local rugby clubs.” 

Lyn Murray, the headteacher, said: “The way 
the school has grown is very gratifying. I always 
wanted it to be a ‘beacon’ for church schools, and 
I believe we have achieved that.” 

She was also full of praise for all the govern¬ 
ing bodies and to Father Edwin Counsell plus the 
parents at the school, who organise fundraising 
under the name ‘The Friends of Pendoylan 
School’. 

Funding for the project came from the Welsh 
Assembly, what is particularly impressive is the 
financial commitment taken on by the friends. 

Mrs Murray said: “The Friends have promised 
to contribute £16,000 in each of the next 10 years. 

“They have always been very active in sup¬ 
porting the school, but this shows how much the 
school matters to our parents.” 

With phase one now complete, the project is 
still on schedule to be finished by August, well in 
time for the new school year.

New LDP should 
address waste policy 


T HE LDP was 
wrong not 
only for 
devoting huge 
greenfield areas for

T he big

declared ‘aspirations’. 

The LDP has by law 
to include principles for 
an integrated waste plan 
and Friends of the Earth 
have put in a case that 
this one doesn’t. It needs 
facilities for reclaiming 
waste materials includ¬ 
ing maximising recy¬ 
cling. 

It has to justify incin¬ 
erating household waste 
rather than maximising 
recycling. It needs to 
show integration, includ¬ 
ing facilities for process¬ 
ing the ash from any 
incinerators. It’s not 
acceptable to plan to 
send vast quantities of 
toxic ash for dumping in 
English landfills. 

So, Barry and Vale 
FoE wants Labour’s 
scrapping of the LDP to 
extend to the council’s 
awful planning for 
waste.

Normal service 
resumed for 
Air Ambulance 


WALES Air 
Ambulance has 
resumed normal 
service from 7am 
this morning 
(Wednesday May 9, 
2012) following 
guidance from 
operator Bond Air 
Services led to 
them being tem¬ 
porarily grounded 
last week. 

The decision to 
resume flying its com¬ 
plete service was made 
following a thorough 
investigation into a safe¬ 
ty issue which had led 
Bond to ground all its 
EC 135 helicopters 
across the UK as a pre¬ 
cautionary measure. 

Wales Air Ambulance 
has leased two EC 135 
air ambulances (based at 
Caernarfon and 
Swansea) from Bond 
since 2009 with an 
exemplary safety record. 

However, following a 
routine check of an 
EC 135 helicopter in 
Europe a small crack 
was detected on the 
lower rotor blades. 

Bond made the deci¬ 
sion to temporarily 
ground its EC 135 fleet 
while intensive checks 
were carried out with 
engineers from the man¬ 
ufacturer Eurocopter. 

After 34 hours of 
thorough investigation, 


Eurocopter gave an 
unequivocal guarantee 
that the EC 135 is safe to 
fly within normal opera¬ 
tional limits following 
the continuing practice 
of visual inspections 
prior to each flight. 

Wales Air Ambulance 
found no defects in its 
two leased EC 135 heli¬ 
copters. 

Its third helicopter, 
based at Welshpool, is a 
different model and had 
continued to operate as 
normal. 

Wales Air Ambulance 
Chief Executive Angela 
Hughes said: “The safe¬ 
ty of our patients and 
our air crew is para¬ 
mount to Wales Air 
Ambulance and Bond 
Air Services and we 
supported Bond’s deci¬ 
sion to suspend flights 
to enable a detailed 
investigation to take 
place. 

“Wales Air 
Ambulance has engi¬ 
neers stationed at each 
of our three airbases 
across Wales who carry 
out safety checks after 
every flight as normal 
procedure, and this will 
continue.” 

A Wales Air 
Ambulance spokesper¬ 
son told The GEM: “I 
can confirm no faults 
were found on any air 
ambulances in Wales.” 


Penarth Computer Club 

- Images of ancestors 


“WE are all a mixture of fea¬ 
tures from our ancestors, cour¬ 
tesy of their combined DNA - 
mother’s colouring, grandad’s 
ears perhaps and great- 
grandad’s chin. How far back 
can they be identified? It could 
be that a pronounced feature 
has skipped a generation and 
re-emerged. 

All this is part of the reward for 
research into one’s family history, as 
identified by Dr Diane Brook to 
Penarth Computer Club. She concen¬ 
trated on finding what our ancestors 
looked like. 

The accuracy of images has varied 
through out time. Cave drawings were 
mentioned in passing, providing very 
little information, but crude effigies 
were eventually improved by death 
masks and better sculpture. Things 
moved on to drawings, paintings and 
silhouettes. 

As the skills of the artists improved, 
so did the opportunity to use that skill 
to flatter the subject. As the subject of 
a portrait was mostly high-ranking 
and/or wealthy and influential, the 
temptation to improve on the original 
is understandable. 

The practice was perhaps confirmed 
by Oliver Cromwell who felt it neces¬ 
sary to instruct that he be shown 
‘warts and all,’ rather than be 
improved. 

Things changed around 1840 when 
photography arrived. Now not just the 
rich and powerful could be recorded, 
but the ‘lesser folk’ also. Although 
some gentry had previously commis¬ 
sioned paintings of their servants, the 
camera was now able to deal with 
groups economically. 

The camera recorded ordinary peo¬ 
ple and events, although the people in 
the picture might not be identified, you 
might know that great aunt Maud was 


a maid to Lady someone and find her 
in a picture of the house staff taken at 
a special occasion. 

The present-day researcher is con¬ 
stantly frustrated by having a shoe-box 
full of photographs that carry no date 
or identification information on the 
back. As time passes, there is less 
chance of putting names to faces. 

Today, the widening use of digital 
cameras means that many photographs 
never get printed. They can be dis¬ 
played on-screen or on-line, but if the 
files are lost, the records are lost. 

Also lost can be some of the cam¬ 
era’s honesty as people learn how to 
manipulate the results digitally. We’ve 
been here before! The technology has 
advanced, but a person’s wish to look 
good stays the same. 

For the sake of future generations, 
and researchers, please print off a 
selection of photographs and record 
who, when, where and why on the 
back. 

During her talk, Dr Brook men¬ 
tioned several image sources and that 
more are cropping up as records are 
digitised and made available on-line. 
Club members suggested a few more. 

Many are group photographs and 
could include an ancestor of yours for 
whom no other photograph exists. 
Photographic archives range from 
west Glamorgan with 3,700 images to 
the Imperial War Museum with 11 mil¬ 
lion. 

The next meeting is on Tuesday, 
May 22 at All Saints Lesser Hall, 
Victoria Square, Penarth, 7.30pm. 
Howard will show how to do screen- 
shots, discuss the perils of auto-save 
and more.

ENVIRONMENT Agency Wales is 
appealing for information after two large 
fly tipped oil containers were found on the 
banks of the River Ely in Miskin over the 
weekend. 

The agency said that more than 200 gallons of 
oil had leaked from the two containers, threaten¬ 
ing the nearby river, which is a Site of Special 
Scientific Interest. 

Rhys Hughes, Environment Agency Wales, 
said: “This fly tipping could have had a major 
impact on the River Ely and the wildlife that lives 
there, as well as posing a risk to human health. 

“This kind of action is usually driven by people 
trying to profit from fly tipping. Unfortunately, it 
is the environment and the taxpayer that suffers.

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Vale pupils 
shine in 
marathon! 


THREE Vale pupils 
represented Welsh 
Schools at this 
year’s Virgin 
Money Giving Mini 
London Marathon. 

In the event preview, 
mention was made of 
Matthew Edwards 
(Barry Comprehensive, 
under-17) and Seren 
Allin (Cowbridge, 
under-13) but it was the 
third member of the trio 
- Elbe Atkinson - who 
produced the best per¬ 
formance at this year’s 
event, held in ideal cool, 
dry conditions. 

The year-10 pupil has 
been in a wonderful vein 
of improving form since 
the Welsh Inter Regional 
championships at Builth 
last December. 

There, representing 
South Wales region over 
a hill 4km course, she 
produced her first signif¬ 
icant podium placing, 
second to Olivia Gwyn 
(West Wales) in the 
under-15 race (for girls 
in years 9 and 10) and 
leading her region to 
team gold. 

In mid January, illness 
prevented her from tak¬ 
ing a place on the start 
line of the under-17 
women’s at the McCain 
Cardiff Cross, where she 
should have been com¬ 
peting in the maroon and 
gold vest of Cardiff and 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
Schools, but she had 
recovered in time to con¬ 
test the third and final 
local schools’ league 
race at Trelai on 
February 7. At that 
event, she claimed her 
first ever victory and 
also gained the under-17 
individual championship 
title. 

In January, Ellie 
became a member of 
Cardiff AAC, and she 
represented her club at 
the Welsh Athletics 
cross-country champi¬ 
onships at St Fagans in 
mid-February. On a foul 
day - heavy rain and 
high wind created diffi¬ 
cult, if not impossible, 
conditions for the ath¬ 
letes in the younger age 
groups - and competing 
in the 4.4km under-15 
girls (years 9 and 10) 
race, Ellie again finished 
second, behind Eara 
Philippart (Swansea), 
and led her Cardiff 
squad to team gold. 

The following week¬ 
end, she was in action 
for the Cardiff and the 
Vale Schools middle 
girls’ team (years 10 and 
11) at the Aviva Welsh 
Schools championships 
at Brecon. She produced 
another excellent run 
over a firmer 4.3km 
course to again finish 
second behind Olivia 
Gwynn (Afan Nedd 
Tawe), and lead a young 
district team to first 
place. 

A fortnight later, she 
was off to Birmingham’s 
Cofton Park to compete 
for the South Wales team

- in the maroon and 
white vertical stripes - 
in the under-15 girls’ 
race at the McCain UK 
Counties Athletic Union 
Inter Counties champi¬ 
onships, over 4km. 

This is the ‘big’ event 
on the cross-country cal¬ 
endar, attracting more 
than 40 county and dis¬ 
trict teams from across 
England, Scotland, 
Wales and Northern 
Ireland. On her debut, 
Ellie finished a very 
creditable 30th, the sec¬ 
ond Welsh finisher 
behind Lara Philippart 
(23rd) but ahead of 
Olivia Gwynn (37th). 

On March 31, Ellie 
gained her first Welsh 
Schools vest when she 
competed at the Aviva 
SIAB Schools’ cross¬ 
country international at 
Strathallan near Perth. 
At this event, the ‘top’ 
eight pupils from 
English schools, all- 
Ireland schools, Scottish 
schools and Welsh 
schools take part. 

It is a really tough 
event, which is usually 
dominated by the girls 
from England, with 
Welsh runners finding it 
difficult to achieve a 
place in the top 20. 
Thankfully, that was not 
the pattern this year as 
our year-10 girls pro¬ 
duced a really gutsy per¬ 
formance. 

Not dragged away by 
the fast early pace, Ellie 
came through strongly 
in the second half of the 
4km race over an undu¬ 
lating, fast course to fin¬ 
ish sixth behind five run¬ 
ners from English 
schools. She claimed 
‘first Celtic runner’ spot, 
a really wonderful 
achievement. 

With Lara Philippart 
and Olivia Gwynn also 
gaining top ten places 
and four more Welsh fin¬ 
ishers in the top 19, the 
team claimed an 
undreamed of second 
place on 71 points - 
another silver medal for 
Ellie. 

And so to London and 
the Virgin Money 
Giving Mini London 
Marathon. For any first¬ 
time runner, this is a dif¬ 
ficult race, partly 
because it’s a very early 
start (6.45am) from 
Royal Holloway College 


in order to reach the start 
area at Old Billingsgate 
before the first race at 
9.10am. This is partly 
because you don’t get a 
chance to walk the 
course - the last three 
miles of the main 
marathon - and partly 
because the start is not 
very wide. With around 
300 runners from the 
regional and borough 
teams competing, it’s 
tough to get a good start. 

Ellie, competing for 
the Welsh Schools’ team 
in the under-15 race 
(years 9 and 10), had 
another brilliant run to 
finish eighth of the 307 
finishers. No team medal 
on this occasion, but the 
Llantwit year-10 will 
take great satisfaction in 
again being the first 
Welsh finisher in an 
excellent time of 17 
minutes and 39 seconds. 
This is a time only bet¬ 
tered by four Welsh 
‘senior’ (year-11 or 
older) girls on this three- 
mile course. 

There were mixed 
fortunes for the other 
two Vale pupils in the 
Mini Marathon. 

Matthew Edwards 
(Barry Comprehensive), 
competing in the under- 
17 race at 9.10am, can 
feel satisfied with his 
15:17 timing for 24th 
place. He will be disap¬ 
pointed, though, to fin¬ 
ish behind his Cardiff 
and the Vale of 
Glamorgan Schools 
team-mate, and training 
partner, Mike Ward 
(Llanishen), who was 
the first Welsh finisher 
in 19th place (15:11). 

In the last of the six 
races - for under-13 girls 
in years 7 and 8 - there 
was disappointment for 
year-8 Seren Allin. 

Last year, on her 
debut, the Cowbridge 
pupil finished 24th in 
18:51, but she found 
things much tougher this 
time as she was fifth 
Welsh finisher in 52nd 
place (20:09). 

Because of the age 
groups, Matthew will be 
too old next year, but 
Ellie will be eligible for 
selection for two more 
years while Seren has 
four more opportunities. 

The annual Cardiff 
and the Vale of 
Glamorgan Schools 
Cross-Country 
Presentation Evening 
was held at Ysgol Gyfun 
Glantaf on Tuesday, 
May 8, starting at 7pm. 

All three pupils 
received special plaques 
for gaining international 
honours.
